SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The untitled video recording known as A1 is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The publication promotes and supports the exploitation of children and young persons 
for sexual purposes. The publication also tends to promote and support the use of 
violence and coercion to compel a person to submit to sexual conduct and the use of 
urine in association with sexual conduct. 

The video recording is a compilation of four titled components and various untitled 
components. The components are largely unrelated except by theme, which is 
concerned with the sexualised presentation of naked boys and the explicit depiction of 
sexual activity involving boys or men. The publication is primarily intended for the 
sexual stimulation and gratification of persons with a prurient interest in boys. 

The classification interferes with the freedom of expression outlined in si4 of the New 
Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990. However, the outcome of the publication falling within 
the criteria of s3(2) of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993 is 
prescribed by law, reflecting Parliament's intention that publications that promote and 
support the exploitation of children and young persons for sexual purposes, or tend to 
promote and support the use of violence and coercion to compel a person to submit to 
sexual conduct and the use of urine in association with sexual conduct, should be 
banned so as to prevent injury to the public good. 
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
